The  following  statistics  were  carefully  assembled  by  combining  the 
Royal  Mint  Reports  with  responsible  statements  by  specialists  among  cob 
lectors  and  dealers.  It  must  be  understood,  however,  that  no  one  person 
has  seen  all  the  coins  herein  listed.  Furthermore,  the  Mint  Reports  rarely 
identify  the  date  on  a particular  coin,  nor  do  they  localize  the  mint  of  a 
denomination  where  a number  of  mints  are  involved  in  the  striking  of  a 
country’s  coins. 

Many  errors  in  dates  are  bound  to  appear,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
interested  collectors  will  notify  the  compilers  and  accompany  such  cor- 
rections with  suitable  photographs  or  rubbings.  To  avoid  confusion  the 
Coins  of  the  World  numbers  have  been  used  throughout. 

Countries  such  as  Eire  and  Palestine  are  included  because  they  are  classed 
under  Colonial  coinages  by  the  Royal  Mint.
